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League Strength in Weakness 


. One of the principal objections to the League of Nations 
voiced by its consistent opponents, was that it constituted a 
military alliance or superstate that could compel the United 
States to send men overseas to fight European quarrels. Its de- 
fenders said that this was not so. They now see proof of their 
'defense in the League's recent attitude toward the Greek- 
Italian affair. 


Called by some a sign of weakness, the League's failure to 


do anything more than discuss and denounce the Italian action 
is now pointed as evidence that it will not plunge nations into 
warfare against their legislative wills. The league offers mach- 
inery for mediation. If the member nations felt strongly 
enough on a given matter, they would no doubt agree to re- 
pressive measures to be applied to an unjustly aggressive 
state. Those measures, however, might be economic or moral 
rather than military. An dagreement for strong measures, 
among so many different nations must always be difficult.
